Historical 


All  cities  have  small  beginnings.  They  grow  from  hamlets 
into  villages;  from  villages  into  towns;  and  from  towns  into  cities. 
In  some  the  growth  is  slow  and  gradual  ;  in  others  it  is  rapid  and 
energetic.  To  the  latter  class  belongs  Tacoma.  The  growth  of  the 
village  was  slow  and  prolonged.  The  plat  of  the  village  was  filed 
in  1875,  and  for  eight  years  the  hamlet  slumbered,  unknown  and 
obscure.  Then,  in  the  winter  of  1882-3,  the  quickening  pulse  of 
growth  was  felt.  At  that  time  the  first  street  was  graded  at  an 
expense  of  $13,206.  This  was  Pacific  Avenue,  100  feet  wide  and 
3,700  feet  long.  In  the  few  short  years  since  then  much  has 
been  accomplished.  Where  formerly  the  forest  primeval  stood, 
great  brick  blocks  now  rear  their  fronts.  Step  by  step  the  city 
has  expanded  and  pushed  out  in  every  direction.  The  impene- 
trable jungle  has  been  removed;  hills  have  been  cut  down  and 
hollows  filled.  To  transform  the  dense  forest  tangle  into  a  live, 
active  commercial  city,  requires  a  vast  expenditure  of  money  and 
a  ceaseless  energy.  The  energy  displayed  is  unparalleled;  the  result 
remarkable.  A  firm  foundation  has  been  built.  The  1500  inhab- 
itants in  1883  have  increased  to  a  city  of  45,000,  with  an  area 
included  within  corporation  limits  of  thirty  square  miles;  with 
seventy-two  miles  of  graded  streets;  with  seven  and  a  third  miles 
of  paved  streets;  with  fortj^-five  and  sixty -eight  hundredths  miles 
of  sewers;  with  an  assessed  city  valuation  of  $32,5GG,S48;  with 
twenty  banks  having  a  banking  capital  of  $9,175,000.

Sealed  bids  were  received  for  the  purchase  of  said  bonds, 
and  the  bid  of  the  American  Loan  and  Trust  Company  of  Duluth, 
Minnesota,  offering  par  therefor,  with  interest  from  date  of  issue 
to  date  of  delivery  at  same  rate  as  specified  in  said  bonds,  was 
accepted.  The  interest  on  said  bonds  is  payable  semi-annually  at 
the  office  of  the  Mercantile  Trust  Company  in  New  York  City. 
Funding  bonds  are  numbered  from  1  to  350,  and  City  Hall  bonds 
from  1  to  200,  and  are  of  the  denomination  of  SI, 000. 00  each.

CHARTER  PROVISIONS. 
Article  XVI. 

Section  186.  There  shall  be  established  a  Board  of  Park  Commissioners, 
to  consist  of  five  members.  The  first  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed 
to  serve,  one  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years.  The 
members  of  said  Board  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services. 

Sec.  187.  The  said  Board  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty, 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  City  Council  may,  by  ordinance, 
prescribe. 

First — To  take  charge  of  and  exercise  control  over  all  parks  belonging  to 
the  city. 

Second — To  make  report  to  the  City  Council  from  time  to  time  regarding 
the  condition  of  the  parks,  and  to  recommend  appropriations  by  the  Council  for 
the  improvement  of  the  parks,  and  when  such  appropriations  have  been  made,  to 
expend  the  same  in  such  improvements;  but  no  member  of  said  commission  shall 
have  power  to  create  any  debt,  obligation,  claim  or  liability,  except  with  the  ex- 
press authority  of  said  cummission,  conferred  at  a  meeting  thereof  duly  convened 
and  held. 

Third — To  make  such  rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the 
parks  as  shall  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  public. 

Fourth — To  receive  in  the  name  of  the  city  all  moneys  or  other  property 
donated  for  the  improvement  of  the  parks  by  individuals  or  corporations,  and  to 
expend  and  use  the  same  in  such  manner  as  shall  best  carry  out  the  intent  of  the 
donors.  All  moneys  received  shall  be  forthwith  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  and 
shall  be  placed  by  the  City  Treasurer  in  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Park  Fund.  The 
Commissioners  shall  take  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed 
with  the  City  Controller;  and  all  expenditures  relating  to  the  several  parks  un- 
der the  control  of  the  said  Commissioners,  shall  be  provided  for  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  the  expenditures  of  other  departments  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  City 
Treasury  when  required,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  ex- 
penditures of  other  departments. 

Fifth — To  do  all  things  necessary  and  proper,  to  secure  for  the  public  the 
free  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  parks. 

Article  XIX. 

Sec.  205.  Whenever  any  street,  highway,  avenue,  alley,  park  or  other  place, 
shall  be  vacated,  the  City  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  assign  said  real  estate 
so  vacated  to  the  owners  of  abutting  property  and  shall  have  the  right  to  receive 
therefor  such  compensation  as  they  shall  determine  and  shall  have  the  right  to 
pay  out  any  part  of  said  fund  to  any  person  or  persons  damaged  by  said  vaca- 
tion, and  any  sum  remaining  thereafter  shall  be  placed  in  the  Park  Fund.   *  *

"  The  City  Surveyor  is  expressly  prohibited  from  granting  a  permit  to  any 
person  to  tap  or  connect  with  any  sewer,  unless  satisfactory  evidence  is  pro- 
duced to  said  Surveyor  that  the  cost  and  expense  for  the  construction  of  said 
sewer  against  the  property  to  dram  which  a  permit  is  asked,  has  been  paid,  and 
when  hereafter  a  sewer  is  built,  and  no  assessment  has  been  made,  unless  a  de- 
posit shall  first  have  been  made  with  the  City  Treasurer  of  an  amount  equal  to 
$1.25  per  foot  frontage  of  the  property  sought  to  be  drained,  said  deposit  to 
apply  in  payment  of  any  assessment  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  abutting  the 
property  drained,  and  if  the  assessment  for  the  cost  of  sajd  sewer  shall  be  less 
as  against  the  property  for  which  a  permit  has  been  granted  as  aforesaid  than 
the  said  deposit,  the  difference  shall  be  returned  to  the  owner  of  the  prop- 
erty upon  the  completion  of  said  assessment."

CHARTER  PROVISIONS. 

Article  XIII  of  the  City  Charter  provides,  among  other  things,  as  follows, 
to-wit: 

"Section  177.  The  cost  of  constructing  any  sewer  shall  be  assessed  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  upon  the  real  estate  benefitted  thereby  pro  rata,  accord- 
ing to  the  frontage  of  said  real  estate  upon  the  line  of  said  sewer;  and  the  man- 
ner of  collection  of  the  same  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  the  collection  of  street  im- 
provements; provided,  that  the  construction  of  all  trunk  or  main  sewers  and  re- 
pairs of  all  sewers  shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

Sec.  178.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  authority,  whenever  it 
shall  deem  necessary,  to  create  sewerage  districts,  in  order  to  distribute  equita- 
bly the  assessment  and  cost  of  sewers,  upon  property  peculiarly  benefitted  thereby."

Section  2809.  The  mayor  and  council  or  other  governing  body  of  each 
incorporated  city,  incorporated  town,  or  incorporated  village  in  the  State  of 
Washington  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  regulate, 
restrain,  licence,  or  prohibit  the  sale  or  disposal  of  spirituous,  fermented,  malt, 
or  other  intoxicating  liquors  within  the  corporate  limits  of  their  respective  cities, 
towns,  or  villages;  provided,  that  the  annual  license  fee  for  the  sale  of  such  spir- 
ituous, fermented,  malt,  or  oiher  intoxicating  liquors  shall,  in  no  instance,  be 
less  than  three  hundred  dollars  or  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  which  said 
license  fee  shall  be  paid  annually  in  advance  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  town,  or 
village,  who  shall  pay  ten  per  cent,  thereof  into  the  general  fund  of  the  State 
treasury,  and  hand  the  remaining  ninety  per  cent,  into  the  General  fund  of  the 
city,  town,  or  village  treasury.

CHARTER  PROVISIONS. 


Article  XII  of  the  City  Charter  of  the  City  of  Tacoma  provides,  among 
other  things,  the  manner  in  which  the  cost  and  expense  of  making  street  improve- 
ments shall  be  assessed,,  viz: 

Section  138.  Such  cost  and  expenses  of  making  said  improvement  shall 
be  assessed  upon  the  adjoining,  contiguous  or  proximate  lots  or  parcels  of  land 
described  in  said  notice,  in  the  following  manner  :  In  making  said  assess- 
ment the  costs  and  expenses  shall  be  apportioned  in  accordance  with  the  num- 
ber of  lineal  feet  of  said  real  estate  or  lots  of  land  fronting  on  said  improve- 
ments as  aforesaid.  The  amount  apportioned  to  be  paid  on  each  lineal  foot 
fronting  on  said  improvement,  shall  be  paid  by  the  adjoining,  contiguous  or 
proximate  property  as  follows  :  Lots  abutting  endwise  upon  any  street  to  be  im- 
proved, shall  be  assessed  the  full  amount  as  determined  by  its  foot  frontage ;  any 
lot  or  parcel  of  land  lying  directly  and  lengthwise  along  the  line  of  improve- 
ment at  any  street  corner  or  intersection  shall  be  assessed  one-half  of  the  amount 
as  determined  by  its  frontage,  and  the  remaining  one-half  assessed  upon  the 
lots  to  the  center  of  the  block  ;  if  the  land  be  unplatted  and  belong  to  the  same 
person  or  persons,  then  the  first  25  feet  lying  directly  and  lengthwise  along  the 
line  of  improvement  shall  be  assessed  one-half  the  amount  as  determined  by  its 
frontage,  and  .the  remaining  one-half  to  the  depth  of  150  feet  from  the  pro- 
posed improvement ;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  parcel  of  land  fronting 
along  said  proposed  improvement  and  belonging  to  any  one  person  or  persons 
shall  be  less  than  25  feet,  the  said  strip  shall  bear  one-half  of  the  expense  of 
said  improvement  as  determined  by  its  frontage,  and  the  remaining  one-half 
assessed  upon  the  balance  of  said  property  to  the  depth  of  1 50  feet ;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  any  parcel  of  land  in  V  or  triangular  shape,  the  angle  of 
which  is  adjoining,  contiguous  or  proximate  to  the  line  of  improvement,  shall  be 
considered  as  a  lot  having  25  feet  frontage  on  the  improvement.

The  contract  for  the  improvement  of  this  wharf  was  let  February  24th, 
1891,  to  Geiger  &  Zabriskie,  for  $781.00,  and  provided  for  the  furnishing  and 
driving  of  seventy-five  piles  beneath  same,  twenty-two  of  which  were  to  have  an 
asphaltic  coating. 

Police  Telephone  and  Signal  System. 

This  contract  was  let  August  19th,  1890,  and  the  cost  of  construction  was 
$5,500. 

Street  Lighting. 

The  total  amount  of  warrants  drawn  for  lighting  the  streets  of  the  city  from 
the  5th  day  of  November,  1890,  to  the  4th  day  of  November,  1891,  (both 
inclusive)  was  $35,365.20. 

The  city  has  a  contract  with  the  Tacoma  Light  and  Water  Company  for  the 
term  of  three  (3)  years,  beginning  on  the  1st  day  of  June,  1890,  and  ending  on 
the  1st  day  of  June,  1893,  for  lighting  the  streets  of  the  city  with  arc  electric 
lights  of  nominal  2000  candle  power,  for  the  sum  of  twelve  (12)  dollars  each 
per  month. 

The  contract  provides,  among  other  things,  as  follows,  viz: 
"The  said  Tacoma  Light  and  Water  Company  agrees  to  run  the  wires  and 
place  lights  at  any  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  that  the  council 
may  dhect;  provided  the  lights  are  placed  at  or  not  further  apart  than  consecu- 
tive street  crossings;  said  extensions  of  lights  to  be  free  of  any  expense  to  the 
city,  and  to  light,  extinguish,  renew,  clean  and  keep  in  repair  all  of  said  lights 
free  of  expense  to  the  city,  and  to  turn  on  and  operate  the  lights  from  dark 
until  daylight  every  night  in  the  year  except  three  nights  at  the  time  of  the  full 
moon,  and  these  nights  must  be  included  between  the  two  immediately 
preceding  and  following  the  full  moon,  and  to  operate  them  on  those  nights 
if,  by  reason  of  cloudy  or  foggy  weather,  it  shall  be  desirable." 

The  number  of  arc  electric  lights  in  use  on  the  1st  day  of  November,  1891, 
for  lighting  the  city  streets  was  294. 

Street  Posts. 

The  prices  paid  for  Street  Posts  and  putting  same  in  place  are  on  an 
average  25  cents  per  post;  each  post  to  be  4x4  inches,  8  feet  long,  cedar,  and 
sunk  two  feet  in  the  ground. 

Street  Signs. 

The  prices  paid  for  street  signs  and  placing  same  in  position  are  at  the  rate 
of  $100  for  one  thousand  signs;  4x14  inches;  size  of  letter  2  inches;  painted 
white  with  a  black  background. 

Water. 

The  price  paid  for  water  for  the  hydrants,  to  be  used  in  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires,  and  flushing  sewers,  is  at  the  rate  of  $5  for  each  hydrant  per 
month.
